The Preparatory School. 


HIS DEPARTMENT of the University is maintained principally as a model 
school for the Department of Education. At the same time it is an ideal 
Preparatory School for that large and deserving number of young men and 
women that have limited high school advantages. Of the one hundred fifty 
high schools of the State of South Dakota only a third have the full course 
of four years: only twenty-five have a three-year course. Thus, it will be 





seen, fully one-half of our graded schools have a high school course of one 

or two years. The Preparatory School is, then, a State High School, maintained expressly for 
those deprived of full high school advantages. 

Those having a high-school at home are advised to graduate therefrom, and enter the Univer- 
sity by certificate of graduation. 

This State High School is now upon a four-year basis, so young people coming to the University 
from the short-course high schools, or from the eighth grade of the rural and village schools, can 
fit in with no difficulty.

Helpful Adjustments. 


HIS provision is made for the Preparatory School. Many of these young people 
are older than the city high school pupils, and can do much stronger work. 
The course in the University Preparatory School is so arranged that capable 
students may take extra work, and as soon as the required 30 credits are 
made up, the student is admitted to the Freshman class. A strong and 
industrious student may, by proper effort, get up all his required studies in 





three years. 

Besides this, the adjustment between the University and the Preparatory School is such that 
by completing the full four-year course, the student enters the college with six advance or college 
credits. This is one-fifth of the work of the Freshman year. 

The Preparatory School is now presided over by a principal, and has a suite of rooms of its 
own, thus affording regulations, interests, standards and incentives peculiarly adapted to the needs.
